Killzone is the most anticipated game on PS2. Why? 


ew PS2 games have inspired the 
F kind of fervor currently surround- 


ing Killzone. Message boards and 
fan sites are packed with speculation, 
enthusiasm, and hyperbole concerning 
what is widely acknowledged to be the 
PS2’s “Halo killer. 

Last month, we brought you a brief and 
exclusive first look at the game. Since 
then, more details and screens have 
leaked out of Sony in Europe as the press 
bombardment begins. This month, we ve 
collated the available information into a 
handy at-a-glance list so you can become 
an instant expert on the subject. 

The big question is whether or not 
Killzone is likely to meet expectations. It's 
true that the screenshots are absolutely 
incredible, and the few people who claim 
to have seen the game running Say It's 
truly a sight to behold. But right now, the 
number of people who've actually played 
the game is very small. 

What's clear is that we're in the midst 
of a very cleverly orchestrated hype-man- 
agement campaign. Consider the follow- 


ing: The game has no final release date, 
and as we go to press, it hasnt been con- 
firmed for release anywhere outside of 
Europe. Exposure has been very limited 
and controlled; Killzone was notably 
absent from the PlayStation Experience in 
the U.K. during London Games Week in 
September, and no video footage has 
been released, despite expectations to 
the contrary. 

Also consider that developer Guerrilla 
Games has never actually released a 
game. The company—formerly Lost Boys 
Games, which in turn was an amalgama- 
tion of Dutch development studios 
Formula, Lost Boys, and Digital Infinity— 
worked on an ill-fated Xbox game called 
Call of the Dragonfly. The most prolific of 
the constituent studios was Formula, 
which previously worked only on Game 
Boy and GBA games, most of which you 
would never have heard of. Ever played 
Candy Fluffy? No, didn't think so. 

Cynical observers could accuse 
Killzone of being little more than vapor- 
ware, or an impressive tech demo pieced 


together by coders with a very good grasp 
of the PS2. Details that have been 
released reveal a number of elements 
clearly inspired by games like Half-Life 
and Halo, yet other features are notably 
absent. For example, in Killzone, the play- 
er cannot control vehicles—a major 
aspect of Halo. Online features are purely 
the subject of speculation, but thanks to 
the hype on the message boards, there 
are two conflicting stories. The more likely 
has it that we'll see a four-player co-op 
game online. The more fantastical hypoth- 
esizes a massive online war akin to 
Battlefield 1942 on the PC. Our bet is on 
the former, with a liberal sprinkling of 
deathmatch and capture-the-flag games 
to keep it spicy. In keeping with the norm 
so far, Sony and Guerrilla have been 
awfully quiet on the subject, most likely 
because they still have another 12 months 
to decide what's going on. 

Until more details are released, we can 
at least marvel at Killzone’s gorgeous 
graphics. Here's a new batch of screens 
for you to enjoy.

It's mid-August and I'm sitting 
on my patio, clad in flip-flops, a 
bikini, and a shiny silver orb.

hether you're a tyke pretending to battle Lord Voldemort on the playground

on the bus, odds are you've long-since succumbed to the gazillion-dollar 
Harry Potter phenomenon. Sadly, Warner Bros. is giving its blockbusting Potter film 
franchise a rest this fall (the third flick, Prisoner of Azkaban, will launch June 4, 
2004)—but EA isn't letting the boy wizard miss the lucrative holiday season. In fact, 
two different games based on J.K. Rowling's monumentally popular books will appa- 
rate on PS2 for muggles of all ages to savor. 

First up, Quidditch World Cup delivers Potter fans what they've been begging EA to 
produce for years—a simulation of the wizard’s sport of Quidditch. The uninitiated 
might be baffled by the craziness of an airborne field packed with 14 broomstick- 
based players, three different types of balls, and six goals in need of defense. 
Thankfully, the game irons out most of the complexity, putting you in charge of the 
most exciting positions: the Chasers [who score points by tossing the Quaffle ball 
through the hoops] and the Seeker (whose job it is to catch the elusive Snitch ball 
that’s worth a ton of points). Flying about as a Chaser feels like an especially crazy 
game of hockey, while the Seeker bits feel like a breakneck plane race through flam- 
ing loops...if such a thing existed. Look for Quidditch World Cup in late October. 

In November, Harry returns to PS2 in an all-new title based on Harry Potter and 
the Sorcerer's Stone. EA didn't have a PS2 game ready back when the film hit two 
years ago, so Potter-heads had to get by with an underwhelming PS1 romp. Now, 
Harry's freshman year gets a much richer treatment in the style of last fall's 
Chamber of Secrets for PS2. Exploration, combat, and spellcasting all mimic that of 
the pleasantly Zelda-esque Chamber, and a host of improvements, like faster loading 
times, glitzier cut-scenes, and a more realistic Hogwarts, should make this the best 
Potter adventure to date.

Here’s where you've got to be careful, 
though: Many of the budget-friendly box kits 
under $500 come with a DVD player built in and 
a digital optical output, but no input {which is 
the reason you'd want the damn thing in the 
first place!). Personally, we've always been a 
fan of Pioneer's HTIB kits; they generally sound 
as good as they look. Check out the HTZ-430DV 
(www. : , $475) because it 
not only sounds swell and looks sweet, but it 
also has those all-important optical inputs.

FOR THOSE WHO WANT THE 
CHEAP (ER, EASY) WAY OUT... 


Hidden in the back corners of some 
stores Is a dirty little secret—deceptively 
slick-looking stereos built for use with 
your PS2.” That's just crap. Nine times 
out of 10, youre spending upward of 200 
bones for a molded piece of plastic mod- 
ern art that complements your PS2 but 
doesn't deliver the audio kick in the ass 
that you crave. 

Realistically, though, you should be 
prepared to spend at least $200 for even 
passable surround sound. That optical 
digital input port apparently costs money, 
because you cant even find it in ultra- 
cheapo systems. The only thing even 
close to decent in this category is 
Monster Cable's Monster Game 
(www.monstercable.com, $200). It 
sounds OK and offers a wireless remote 
control, but its a god-awful eyesore in 
your house 

Fortunately, Creative has a lock on 
value systems that don't look like the bas- 
tard child of your PS2. The Inspire 5.1 
Digital 5500 (www.creative.com, $200) is 
a good pick that wont break the bank. 
These guys have thought ahead and 
solved every issue we uSually have with 
these kits. First, it comes packaged with 
every connection you need to hook this up 
to your PC, your PS2, and the rest of your 
home theater. No Meccas to Radio Shack 
here, friend. Another nice bonus: a wire- 


less remote. 


FOR BILL GATES... 


The only problem with demanding the 
best is that you've got to start picking and 
choosing separate components to spec 
out your home theater. Oh, we re really 
weeping for you, you wealthy cad. Heck, 
your butler is probably reading this to you. 

The A/V receiver is the heart of your 
home theater, so you want to make sure 
you ll be getting some serious wattage 
firepower and the expandability to know 
you won't have to replace the damn thing 
in a year. Enter Onkyo’s TX-SR800 
[(www.onkyo.com, $1,000). Though it’s 
been around for a little while, this sucker 
still gives top-notch performance. The 
TX-SR800 can pump out 100 watts to each 
of its seven channels, and has four digital 
optical inputs {and that’s all we've got 
room to mention here!). 

Now comes the most important part: 
the actual speakers. There are lots of 
brands available, and each offers c 
ent strengths. One company ma 
of the best subwoofers, other companies 
have the sweetest-looking designs. If you 
don t want to bounce around between 30 
different companies, you can buya rela- 
tively inexpensive’ high-end kit that has 
everything you need. To that end, Ap 
Audio's Intimus 5.1 system with 10-inch 
subwoofer (www.aperionaudio.com, 
$1,400) has some heavy-duty bump. 
Plus, the speakers are built like battle- 
ships and come with a no-risk 30-day 


in-home trial!

6.1: Ditto, except the sixth speaker is a 
rear center channel so you don’t miss any 
dialogue. Center channels carry the voice; 
in many kits, an underpowered center can 
conceal conversations. 


CENTER CHANNEL: Everyone makes a big 
stink about how important the subwoofer 
is. What about the dialogue? You need a 
dedicated center channel so you don’t 
miss a word. The dedicated center-chan- 
nel speaker is the elongated one that lies 
on its side. 


ANALOG AUDIO: The boring ol left and 
right RCA jacks that come standard with 
your PS2. This is all you'll need in order to 
hear Dolby surround sound. 


OPTICAL DIGITAL AUDIO: Under the small 
flap behind your PS2, a mysterious red 
death ray shoots out—that’s actually a 
pure digital audio signal. This is the key to 
attaining Dolby Digital and DTS audio bliss. 


DIGITAL DECODER: Your PS2 sends out a 
digital audio signal, sure, but you need a 
decoder that can read and translate that 

_ into surround sound. This is usually ina

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THE FRIENDSHIP 
ADVENTURE 


The world of fiction—from books to movies, TV 
shows to videogames—is amazingly different from 
the world of reality. Take this game, for example. 
Your TV station is in serious trouble. Ratings are 
down and shows are desperately unpopular. What to 
do? In the real world, execs would fire a lot of people, 
replace their good-but-unpopular programs with cut- 
rate clones of American Idol, and start praying for a 
nice, juicy war to cover. In the fake world, however, a 
miraculous turnaround is usually achieved when 
everyone comes together and tries really hard. Such 
is the case with this game, yet another in the bar- 
gain-priced Simple 2000 series. 

But there's a twist. The central characters are 
exclusively male, and given that the game is basically 
a dating sim dressed up as some sort of TV-station- 
rescue scenario, the situations are even more Ludi- 
crous than the concept might suggest. Instead of 
thinking up new programming, for example, you're 
sitting in a sauna with a co-worker trying to improve 
your friendship. Indeed, love between the station’s 
male staff is central to the game; ratings will only 
rebound if the staff as a whole has a strong bond of 
togetherness. Apparently, trips to wrestling matches 
and and lounging around in loincloths are the order 
of the day if you want to save your station. And it’s all 
presented in just the right sort of hand-drawn format 
to properly highlight the large pecs and ubiquitous 
six-pack abs sported by everyone on the staff. 

‘Developer HunexX is rather familiar with the dating 
genre’s formula (choose option from menu, observe 
scene unfold, choose next option, etc.), but unlike the 
folks behind last month’s Chou Aniki, HuneX isn’t just 
exploiting the homosexual community. Support its 
cause by picking up The Friendship Adventure on Oct. 
30 in Japan...if you're into that sort of thing, ofcourse.

The smart money is on a November 
2005 release date. Although Sony is 
frequently bullish about not yet 
“needing” another system because 
the PS2 is doing so well, we do 
know that things are coming togeth- 
er quickly for the next-generation 


box. First, the CPU (the much- 
discussed “Cell” chip that has 
appeared in news reports all over 
the place) .is fired up and ready to 
go, and Sony could start manufac- 
turing the chip any day now, if it 
wanted to. There’s also been a lot of 
speculation about the graphics 
processor for PS3, with Nvidia 
recovering. from its slap from 
Microsoft [which named ATI as the

So with all this information, why 
is Sony so cagey about the exis- 
tence of the PS3? In a word, confi- 
dence. PSX is supposed to keep 
things fresh on the hardware front

anyone that the PS2 is just hitting 


its stride. Hardware sales aren't 
slowing down, and the games are 
only now starting to push the sys- 
tem the way Ken Kuturagi told us 
they would three years ago.

THE MATRIX RELOADED 


(Keanu Reeves, Laurence Fishburne) 


These things we knew [or should have known) going into The Matrix 
Reloaded: One, it’s a middle film, which means it’s less likely to make 
sense on its own. Two, there’s no way it could be as fresh and excit- 
ing as the original Matrix. Three, Matrix geeks would inevitably be 
disappointed because, ultimately, it’s just a film, not a real-life phi- 
losophy. Knowing these things, what was the appropriate 
way to approach The Matrix Reloaded? Show up for the 
art direction and fight scenes and hope the Wachowski 
brothers’ attempts at deepness didn’t get goofy—and if 
they did, suspend complete judgment until Matrix 
Revolutions. 

On those terms, Reloaded works perfectly well. It 
slogs in places—particularly in Zion and when it tries to 
think too hard. But the action scenes are still very cool, 
especially the freeway scene [it’s fashionable to slog the 
“Burly Brawl” for looking too computer-animated, but |

find this amusing, considering what the Matrix is supposed to be). 

And academic geeks will be parsing the scene between Neo and the 

Architect for years to come. Reloaded did what | wanted it to do: It 

gave me lots of stuff to occupy my brain for the six months until 

Revolutions shows up. If you're looking for the movie to tell you how 
to live your life, of course you're disappointed. But if 
you re just looking for a cool flick with a bit of depth, it’s 
hard to complain. 

The DVD has making-of stuff, including a separate fea- 
ture on the freeway scene, plus some somewhat commer- 
cial bits on the Enter the Matrix videogame, the Animatrix 
DVD, and various advertising campaigns. No doubt they're 
saving the really cool bits for a boxed set to be released in 
the future.

The first couple of rounds are fairly 
easy: Run along the wall toward the pres- 
sure plate, which will cause a platform to 
extend. Run to the end of the platform

you hit the ladder. Slide down the ladder 
and repeat the process in the opposite 
direction. 

The third round is a little tougher: Run on 
the wall until you hit the pressure plate, then 
hit & to jump to the platform. Repeat until 
you get to the last segment, which doesn’t 
have a pressure plate—but you'll still need to 
jump in roughly the same spot to grab the bar 
that’s hanging there. Hold R1 to swing on the 
bar, then tap & to jump to the ladder. Check 
out the movement of the curtain. 

The final round adds yet another level of 
difficulty: Run on the wall, hit the pressure 
plate, jump to the bar, leap from the bar to 
the platform, run across the platform, run 
along the wall, hit the pressure plate, and 
SO on until you land on the last ladder. As 
soon as you make contact with the ladder, 
you're sent to the next section of the demo.

It’s the first 3D game in 
the series since the release of the 
two Nintendo 64 Castlevania 
games, which were rightfully 
panned. Lament of Innocence also 
has a fixed camera, something 
that can potentially mar an other- 
wise enjoyable game. But, despite 
these and several other factors, 
Castlevania: Lament of Innocence 
somehow rises above it all and 
delivers one of the best action- 
adventure games on the 
PlayStation 2 this year. 

The action part of that equation 
is worth pointing out simply 
because it’s been executed so 
well. Despite the lack of a manual 
camera or a lock-on system for 
targeting enemies, the combat 
mechanics in Lament of Innocence 
work wonderfully. You can rely on 
basic whip combinations for weak- 
er enemies, but at the same time, 
you're encouraged to try more 
complex maneuvers—not only to 
deal with stronger foes but to also 
learn new and even stronger 
moves that become incredibly 
useful later in the game.

scattered throughout the castle, 


_ which sounds relatively straight- 
- forward but actually requires 


some backtracking in true 
Symphony of the Night style. 

Of course, if you're not a par- 
ticularly big fan of backtracking, 
then you'll find it especially 
painful in Castlevania—not 
because it’s tedious, but because 
of the repetitive level design. 
Every level in the game has 
repeating hallways or rooms that 
look similar to each other, save 
the difference in enemies and 
some slight changes in back- 
ground detail. That’s not to say 
the game looks bad, because it 
still retains a cool gothic style, 
and all of Ayame Kojima’s art is 
faithfully reproduced in polygon 
form.

Be 
absolutely certain to follow along 
with the training exercises within. 
You ignore this advice at your own 
peril. Please don’t think this is 
one of those games that you can 
just pick up as you go along. It 
isn’t. Trust me. 

That caveat aside, the question 
remains: Does RPG Maker 2 live 
up to its promise as a powerful 
and easy-to-use design tool? 
Well, yes and no. In some ways, 
the game...er, application...er, 
whatever the hell it is...is a huge 
advance over the first RPG Maker. 
The move to 3D adds a whole new, 
well, dimension to the product. You 
can make dungeons with real 
depth, terraced towns, mountain- 
ous regions, or deep canyons.

new layer of complexity to an 
already mind-bogglingly complex 
game.

You have to take care with line of 
sight so you don’t hide important 
items or characters from the play- 
er’s view. And you have to do it all 
with surprisingly stringent memo- 
ry constraints. 

All this comes on top of a con- 
struction system complex enough 
to bring even the most antisocial, 
basement-dwelling shut-in to his 
knees in frustration. You can’t cre- 
ate characters who have conver- 
sations, for example; you have to 
create “models” for “events,” 
design “scripts” to assign to those 
events, set conditions for the 
script to be executed, then place 
the event with the script attached 
to an environment.

Path to Mastery 


Heihachi sometimes seems almost 
too good because, once mastered, 
he’s so powerful. Half the time, the 
myriad flexible combos at his dis- 
posal make even the most talented 
defenders drop the ball. 
Fortunately, people like Ivy and 
Astaroth can still rise to the 
occasion and teach Heihachi a bit 
of humility. 


BASIC ATTACKS 

Thunder Twin Hammer (QQ) O) 
isn't as fast or useful as Demon 
Slayer (@Q@OQ), but both 
give people an idea of 
Heihachi’s style. Using the 
first two hits of Demon 
Slayer serves well for 
counter hits and light pres- 
suring. Thunder Twin 
Hammer (Q,Q, hold O) 
substantially 
increases 


the damage of the last attack (a 
nice perk when opponents are 
keen to Guard Impact extended 
natural combos). 


Rising Uppercut (> ¥%&Q) js an 
uppercut that brings Heihachi in 
very low, avoiding even a couple of 
shallow mid attacks. Using 
Heihachi’s Crouch Dash (> #%) is 
ideal for getting into position for 
both heavy and light attacks. 


Phoenix Wing (=> Q) is a crouch 
that inflicts adequate damage 
against charging or high- 
swinging attackers. To 
use a low series 
against the same 
foes, try Spinning 
Demon (™,#, hold 
%,0,0,0) or some 
of its variants. This is 
one of the most criti- 
cal attacks in 
Heihachi's repertoire. 
At any point after 
the first low

sweep, Heihachi can release ® and 
use two mid kicks to plaster 
crouching defenders. Jumping Mid 
Kick (™,¥,%, joystick neutral, O) 
uses the same motion and attack 
with a leaping mid. The variety in 
these mixups makes Spinning 
Demon essential for almost every 
Heihachi player. 


Oni Killer (hold ¥ or hold #,Q) is a 
useful side step and punch attack. 
This can be buffered for use after a 
high launch, doing considerable 
damage and throwing the victim 
far from their estimated landing 
point. Sweeping (hold $ or hold 
tO) does not have as much 
potential as Ivy’s Royal Huntress 
(hold # or hold ¥,O), but it is still 
useful for getting low during a side 
step. Demon Chop (hold # or hold 
®%,G) is quite slow; the deceptive 
nature of this strike aids its effec- 
tiveness during a Guard Impact 
follow up. 


Demon Breath (Q+Q) has the worst 
range imaginable, but its speed 
stops an opponent's pressure 
game when quarters are already 
close. Follow Demon Breath with 
Hammer Punch (#@). Flash Punch 
Combo (*@@6) can reverse the 
momentum after Heihachi starts to 
get pushed backward.

CLOSING THE GAP 

Heihachi should use his Crouch 
Dash quite frequently. This 
extremely effective crouch makes 
it much harder for enemies to stay 
in place and swipe at Heihachi. 
Mixing this with sudden side steps 
and charging attacks [e.g., Flash 
Punch Combo, Spinning Demon, a 
10-Hit Combo, or some of 
Heihachi's flying kicks) keeps the 
old guy safe. 

After being knocked down, 
Heihachi can leap forward into an 
attack with Backward Roll~Rising 
Cross-Chop (While Down #Q+@). 
This is easily punished if used 
often, but it is a useful counter to 
situations in which the aggressor 
tries to put too much pressure on 
a prone Heihachi.

First things first: Pay out the nose for the best training 

staff you can get. It'll make a difference over the course of a 
few seasons. 


UPGRADE SMARTER 

Stadium upgrades are cute, but go with the medical center if 
you're going to blow ducats on that sort of thing. At least it 
helps your players get healthy faster. 


TIME TO GO? 


Moving a team is an exercise in debt. If you really need to get 
the Cards out of Arizona and move them to Toronto (though 
we suggest L.A. instead), do it, but be ready to pony up buck- 
ets of cash to get it done. And don’t be shocked when no 
one’s buying your dollar ribs.

Making use of your squad to watch 
your back and scout ahead are crucial tactics for an 
effective resistance leader.

With SOCOM II so close, we thought we'd run some survival and 
communication pointers for SOCOM so newbies can catch up 
easier and returning vets have an easy way to refresh them- 
selves for SOCOM Il. 


STAYING ALIVE IN THE ONLINE WORLD 

When you enter the online arena for the first time, you need 
to keep one thing in mind: You are going to die. You are going 
to die early, and you are going to die often. Accept it. Make 
peace with the idea. It doesn’t make you any less of a man. 

However, the situation is not entirely hopeless. For one 
thing, we've found that just about everyone learns very quick- 
ly. The key is to become familiar with each level; the better 
you know the level, the quick- 
er you'll be able to hunt down 
the enemy. You'll find hideouts 
and snipe points and ambush 
areas, and soon you'll be frag- 
ging like a pro. 

For another thing, you have 
our help. We've recompiled 
this list of basic survival tac- 
tics for all missions—but 
most especially for the 
Suppression missions (which 
tend to be called Deathmatch 
in the civilian arena), where 
the only goal is to wipe out 
the opposition. 

e Use the environment to your 
advantage. Use foliage, trees, 
water, and buildings to pro- 
vide cover and give you a bet- 
ter view of the area of opera- 
tions. Remember, the same 
rules that hold for the single- 
player missions apply online; 
if you're prone, unmoving, or 
in a patch of grass, the enemy  f 
isn’t likely to see you. SS me 107" (laren 
¢ Don't hang out in the open. Snipers can get a fix on you in 
about two seconds, and that’s all they need to send you 
home in a box. Move quickly and keep near walls and 
other cover. 

¢ Look behind you. Don’t just run straight ahead without taking 
the occasional look around, otherwise an enemy can sneak 
up and cap you at point-blank range. 

¢ Change the paths you use. Don’t travel the same route twice, 
or else your opponents will start to anticipate your moves 
and leave some nasty surprises for you. Mix it up. 

¢ Try all the weapons and find which one suits your playing 
style. The M4A1 SD (SEALs) and 552 (terrorists) are good 
all-around choices to start with, but don’t be afraid to try 
something new. 

* Go cautiously through the pinch points (tunnels, narrow passes, 
etc.]—someone may be waiting for you on the other side. 
Use smoke grenades to conceal your movement. 

¢ Hit the deck. Crouching or lying down can have a big effect 
on the accuracy of your weapons, some more than others. If 
your weapon kicks hard, you'll have better luck lying down. 
e Ease off the trigger. Autofire is not always a good thing. The 
longer you fire your weapon on auto, the less accurate it 
becomes. It should mainly be used for cover fire. 

¢ Toss out some grenades if you get pinned down—any kind of 
grenades. They'll help get you out of those tight situations. 

¢ Smoke grenades: They're not just for cover anymore! They also 
make for a great diversion; try lobbing one into an open area 
to lure your enemies out of hiding. 
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STOP PLAYING WITH YOURSELF! 


We cannot emphasize enough the importance of constant 
communication with your teammates! Good communication 
can mean the difference between a well-earned victory and a 
humiliating defeat; if two teams are otherwise evenly 
matched, the team that communicates more effectively will 
always win. Always. 

In addition to keeping the radio lines crackling, here are a 
few other general team strategies to help you triumph over 
your enemies. 
¢ Use the buddy system. The real-life SEALs never do anything 
solo, and you shouldn't either. Having just a pair of you work- 
ing together exponentially increases your chances of survival 
since it forces the enemy to 
divide its attention between 
the two of you. 
¢ Play leapfrog. When working in 
any size group, take turns cov- 
ering each other as you 
advance, with each leading 
member dashing to solid cover 
and then protecting the next 
guy as he advances. 
¢ Specialize. Set up one or two 
guys with sniper rifles in high 
positions; even if they can’t get 
a bead on the enemy, they can 
call out his location. Use 
another one or two with loud, 
powerful weapons to grab the 
enemy's attention. While the 
enemy is focused on those 
guys, have another group 
move in from the flanks with 
silenced weapons or have 
them lob grenades from the 
sidelines. 

e Ham it up. Talk like a SEAL 
and you'll think like a SEAL. 
So don’t say “OK”; say “Roger 
that.” Don't say “l see someone!”; say “We've got hostiles!” 
(and please, do say where said hostiles are located). Don’t 
say “| got one!?’; say “Tango down.” It’s fun, it’s quick and 
understandable, and it'll help keep your team focused. 

¢ Vary your tactics. Over the course of an 11-game match, peo- 
ple are going to fall into patterns. If you find a great spot in 
the first game, go to it until you're discovered. Once you are, 
move away from that spot, but lock onto it with an accurate 
rifle. Chances are the enemy will come a-lookin’, and you'll 
be waiting. Once they learn not to head over there, you're 
free to move back in if you so desire. 

¢ Don't be a glory hog. You'll have some games where you'll 
never fire a shot. The good of the team outweighs the good of 
the individual, and even just drawing the enemy's fire can be 
monumentally helpful. Furthermore, if you can take out the 
last guy but you know you're going to get killed doing it {a 
grenade in close quarters, for example], suck it up and eat 
lead. Unless you're the last man standing on your team, that is. 
¢ Make use of the afterlife. If you die early in a game, don't 
despair. First, make any weapon changes you need by hitting 
R2 and selecting new equipment with X. Then, hit Left or 
Right on the D-pad to piggyback on your teammates. Watch 
and learn; you'd be surprised how many new tactics you can 
pick up just from following someone around. And chat with 
your other dead teammates: Set up tactics for the next 
round, share information about enemy hideouts, commiser- 
ate. Soon you won't be spending so much time being dead.

Since Final Fantasy X just became a Greatest Hits title, a bunch of you latecomers are finally getting around to playing it before BnOring down even more cash for Final Fantasy X-2. For all you 
newbies, here's a quick guide to finding the secret Aeons, FFX’s awesome new way of summoning creatures. 


Anima 


Seymour's creepy Aeon can be 
yours, assuming you've success- 
fully retrieved. all of the 
Destruction Sphere treasures 
from the six Aeon shrines [if you 
missed one, you can return to the 
shrines after beating Seymour 
Inside Sin). Input the airship 
coordinates X16 Y57 to reach the 
Baaj Temple. Tidus, Wakka, and 
Rikku jump into the lake, and 
Tidus vows to settle the score 
with the aquatic beast that bested 
him at the start of his journey. 
This fish can prove to be difficult 
for an inexperienced party. 


Rikku's powerful grenades and 
gems will make it a much easier 
battle, so toss liberally. Once it's 
out of the way, you'll dive into an 
undersea Fayth. Yuna will pray 
here and receive Anima. 


SPECIAL ATTACK: PAIN This vicious 
attack randomly casts Death on 
an enemy. 


OVERDRIVE: OBLIVION Anima’s 
spooky overdrive opens a world 
of hurt on enemies, routinely 
causing more than 40,000 points 
of damage.

This _ summon isn't all that useful, and he 
charges a steep fee for his services. You'll find this 
elusive samurai lurking in a forgotten cave between 
the Calm Lands and Mt. Gagazet. Take the NE exit 
from the Calm Lands, but rather than walking across 
the second bridge, go under it. You'll find a mysteri- 
ous Cave packed with monsters. At the heart of the 
cave, you'll encounter the tortured spirit of a fellow 
summoner. She'll summon Yojimbo to fight you, but 
he's a total breeze to kill. Afterward, Yuna will enter 
the Fayth. However, unlike most Aeons, Yojimbo will 


not join the party for free. He demands payment of 
300,000 gil. It's possible to argue his price down to 
250,000 if you're strapped for cash. He has no over- 
drive, cannot cast spells, and will not allow you to 
control him. Yojimbo demands gil to attack. Hand over 
1 gil and he'll attack with his dog, Daigoro, or execute 
one of his sword strikes. If you give him a lot of gil, 
he'll break out Zanmato, a violent decapitation move.

Final Fantasy X's greatest summon tiaturks the tri- 


umphant return of Cindy, Sandy, and Mindy, the 
Magus Sisters from Final Fantasy IV. Back in the day, 
these gals were nefarious bosses, but now they're 
fighting on the side of good. No other Aeon can 
match the raw power of these ladies. However, 
recruiting these chicks requires a lot of work. 

First, you must capture one specimen of each 
monster roaming the Calm Lands and Mount 
Gagazet. Return to the trainer in the Calm Lands to 
receive a small prize. Once all 21 of these critters 
are in the bag, head to the southeast corner of the 
Calm Lands on a chocobo. You'll see a yellow feather 
on a ledge. Investigate the feather and you'll jump to 
a hidden ledge. Disembark from the bird and walk to 
the Remiem Temple. Yuna must now face off against 
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the Aeon trainer against every Aeon she possesses. 
You can heal between bouts, so it shouldn’t be much 
trouble. Eventually, you'll win two items that will 
open the nearby door to the Fayth of the Magus 
Sisters. On the way out, you can challenge the Aeon 
trainer one last time for a special item. She calls the 
Magus Sisters, so using Anima is your best bet. 


CONTROLLING THE SISTERS: You can't directly control 
the actions of the sisters. Each one has options such 
as “Help Each Other,” “Go, Go,” and “Do As You Will.” 
Choosing these general categories affects which 
actions they will take. Fighting commands are gener- 
ally the best choices, but healing and defensive 
strategies work well in longer boss encounters. If 
one of them does something really great, choose 
“One More Time” during the next round to repeat it.

Four of them must be 
pushed to activate a puzzle in the next room. When you push one, 
you must enter the next room and step only on the floor tiles that 
correspond to the desired design.

A Besaid Sphere and a Kilika Sphere appear. Place the Besaid
